In reply to Mr. Williams, members of 
the chorus assert that there is a marked 
shertage in mascui.ne yoiee®, and that 
many desirable male singers have 
dropped Ont of the organization fim prv- 
test aguinat the present 
committee. They also say that, in rul- 
that old singers must have their 
voices tested before being re-enlisted in 
choral-symphony service, the commit- 
tee in effect dissolved the chorus and 
thereby put itself out of existence as 
well, and that it Is now acting without 
authority.

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PRIEST LAUGHS 
AT ACCUSATIONS 


Father Stanowski Says Charges 
of Improper Conduct Are 
“Foolish Talk.” 


APPEAL TO MGR. GLENNON 


Protesting Parishioners of Pol- 
ish Church Say They Will 
See Cardinal. 


The trouble between Rev. Father Ur- 
ban Stanowksi and the dissatisfied par- 
ishioners who asked him to resign Sun- 
day is of deeper consequence than at 
first developed. Net only do they accuse 
him of neglecting the parochial school, 
but in a protest to Archbishop Glennon 
Sept. 22 they accuse him of unbecoming 
cenduct. 

When. shown a copy 
Father Stanowski laughed. 

“Oh, that is all bosh,” he said. 
people are not responsible for the fool- 
ish things they say. I am not angry at 
them. 

“The Archbishop will pay no attention 
to a letter like that. If it had been 
Archbishop Kain he would have assist- 
ed them out of the door, but Archbishop 
Glennon is more diplomatic and toler- 
ant. 

“These men have absolutely no power 
to depose me. They formed themselves 
unlawfully into what they call a parish 
committee. TTwo weeks ago the real 
parish committee .sent an affidavit to 
Archbishop Glennon that they were the 
legally constituted representatives of 
the parish corporation. Consequently 
Archbishop Glennon will pay no atten- 
tion to these discontented men.
